Owen brings 
attitudes to Dayan

Jordan has not closed the door on 
future participation in. the Israel- 
Egypt peace process. But it does not 
intend to enter at this stage, and it 
will require a tangible inducement to 
encourage it to take the step.

Minister Moshe Dayan, at a working 
meeting in Jerusalem γε - 

The British government has @ cer- 
tain influence on Jordan, Owen 
observed. but it does not propose to 
urge King Hussein at this point to 
join the talks. 

Owen flew in from Jordan early

ficial visit. He met there with Crown 
Prince Hassan and last week con- 
ferred in London with King Hussein.

Owen also stressed to Dayan his 
feeling that Israel] ought to 
emphasize the clause in ita West 
Bank peace plan which provides for 
a review of the scheme after five 
years. He made the same point to 
newsmen in an arrival news con- 
ferénce at Ben-Gurion Airport, poin- 
’ ting out that this of the Israel!

Dayan replied, according to 
Israeli sources, that if this is what 
bothers the Arabs, ‘‘let them say 
so.”

creating new ones. 

In this Dayan apparently dis- 
tinguished the Rafiah area from the 
West Bank, where he gave no such 
commitment.

Asked in Amman what he un- 
derstood be the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinians, Reuter reported 
that Owen had said: ‘They cover a 
lot of things, but firstly it is their 
right to rcturn to their homes.

Israel will practise a virtual 
moratorium on new settlements in 
the areas, without actually 
proclaiming one as such. At the 
Same time, it rejects any phrasing of 
the Palestine question in the declara- 
tion of principles now being discuss- 
ed with Egypt. which would go 
significantly further than the West 
Bank autonomy scheme already 
proposed by Israel. 

This was an authoritative inter- 
pretation offered to The Past last 
night of the communique issued 
following yesterday's weekly 
cabinet session. The statement said 
that the cabinet had discussed 
political matters as well as the ques- 
tion of settlements and had decided 
that no new decisions were required 
on either of these spheres. 

No new settlements at all will be 
established in the Yamit (Raftah) 
area, it would seem from the cabinet 
decision. The settlements there will 
be strengthened in the normal 
Manner by sending more settlers 
and developing their farm holdings, 
but without the kind of allegedly sur- 
reptitious expansion tantamount to 
creating additional village-nuclel at-, 
tributed to Agriculture Minister 
Ariel Sharon last month. 

(In the Yamit area this week, 
earth moving equipment waa in 
operation at two sites only.) 

Only two more settlements will be 
set up in Samaria before Pessah: 
Tapuah and Silat e-Dhahr. These 
were decided on a few weeks ago in 
the cabinet and ratified in the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee, despite an 
appeal by the Democratic Move- 
ment for Change. The third site 
decided on at that time for Samaria, 
Tel Haris, is already established. 

In the West Bank, existing 
settlements will also be strengthen- 
ed by adding inhabitants and inten- 
sifying agricultural development 
work, as in the Sinai. There, too, 
there will be none of the allegedly 
devious expansion operations tan- 
tamount to opening up fresh sites.

Patt’s reform for urban 
land called ‘impractical’ 


By YITZHAE OKED 
derusslem Fost Reporter 
TEL AVIV. ~ A Mizistry of 
Agriculture source yesterday 
described as impractical and un- 
necessary the reform in the Lands 
Administration's policy in urban 
areas proposed hy Construction and 

Housing Minister Gideon Patt. 

According to Patt, his ministry un- 
der the proposed reform will act as 
the administration's trustee for ur- 
ban building lend for five years. 
This, Patt claimed, would create a 
more effective housing policy, lower 
the prices of real estate and 
stimulate home construction with 
less government intervention. 

The Ministry of Agriculture source 
told Zhe Jerusaiem Post that the 
reform is not needed. He claimed 


Housing haa land in Jerusalem and 
its vicinity to build 27,000 housing un- 
its and has not built on it; has land 
for 10,000 units in the South on which 
they have not built; has 15,000 units 
in Haifa and thousands of units in the 
North. 

Concerning planning for urban 
areas belonging to the administra- 
tion, the source maintained that by 
law anyone can prepare and submit 
plans to the appropriate planning 
and building bodies. He explained 
that all plans must be brought before 
these committees, elected by law 
and not connected with the Ministry 
of Agriculture. He pointed out that 
the Ministry of Construction and 
Housing would only be interested in 
residential construction, and not 
consider public buildings, gardens 


and other projects.

Judges won’t strike, say 
they'll meet after court hours 


It is learned that the subcom- 
mittee of the Knesset Finance Com- 
mittee which determines judges’ 
salaries is agreed that the judges are 
grossly underpaid and deserve a 50 
per cent raise. At present, 
magistrates get about 1110,000 a 
month, district court judges about 
11.:11,500, and Supreme Court justices 
about 11.15,000. 

The only question is when. The 
chairman of the subcommittee, 
Avraham Melamed (NRP), favours 
an immediate pay rise. He has 
reportedly said that the real threat is 
not that of a judges’ strike but that 
judges may resign because they can- 
not make ends meet. And with such a 
low pay scale it will be difficult to 
replace them with first-class jurists, 
he notes. 

Judges are forbidden to take loans 
or acquire securities to avoid possi- 
ble conflicts of interest.

Egyptian, Cypriot envoys 50 home 


LARNACA, Cyprus. — Egypian 
Ambassador Hassan Shash left here 
yesterday for Cairo with three of his 
diplomatic staff and their families 
following his country’s break in 
relations with Cyprus over the Lar 
naca airport hijack battle in which 15 
Egyptian commandos were killed.

A profile of Foreign Secretary David Owen, 
by Post correspondent HYAM CORNEY. 


Crosland, who died from a heart at- 
tack, he did not have far to look. 
Nevertheless, it was widely 
regarded as 8. surprise, though 
possibly inspired, cholee. Owen was 


not only virtually unkmown on the’ 


world scene, but also in his own 
country. He showed, however, that 
he did het intend oe be overawed and 
quickly plunged hig new respon- 
sibilities with such enthusiasm ‘and 
energy that people compared him — 
or at Jeast his capacity for work and 
travel — with Henry Kissinger. 


RELATIONS with the Soviet Union 
have been an ongoing concern of Dr. 
Owen. A believer in detente, he is 
also a firm advocate of human rights 
and has attempted a dangerous 
balancing act between the two. 
‘Whenever he has met Soviet leaders, 
he hes stressed to them the need for 
compliance with the final act of the 
Helsinki accords as a prerequisite of 
good Anglo-Soviet relations. 

Owen has always been ready to 
receive deputations from workers on 
behalt of Soviet Jewry and has also 
met with leading Soviet Jews now 
living in Israel, who have come to 
Britain from time to time. ἡ 

But Owen rather blotted his 
copybook at the he; of this 
month when he addressed a crowded 
Zionist Federation meeting on 
human rights. There was great ad- 
miration for the fact that he arrived 
at the meeting at all, having just 
stepped off the plane at Heathrow 
Airport. 


No one could have blamed him had 
he asked not to speak. Some critics 
of what he did say have commented 


that it might have been better had he. 


done so. Owen said that the activities 
of campaigners for Soviet Jewry 
might not be as helpful as they could 
be. It was better, Owen B 
that the focus should be on 
categories of human righta cases 
and the need for universal applica- 
tion of agreed standards of 
,behaviour, rather than on in- 
dividuals. While it was natural that

if his acquaintance with Israel and 
its people has given him a deeper 
understanding of its situation, his

tourists,", said Marcella, 19, of 
Aires. “It took some time to 
make friends with the kibbutzniks, 
but working together made things 
easier.

“Last night a boy invited us round 
for coffee," she added excitedly. 
Despite the name ‘Operation 
Orange," the youth are employed in 
all branches of agriculture. (One 


was renamed ‘‘Operation Apple,” 
recalled Buchman.) 

Patricia and Dvora, also from 
Buenos Aires. came here to ex- 
perience kibbutz life for themselves. 


“You can't understand what it’s 
like from hearing stories,'' said 
Patricia, "We enjoy the tranquillity 
here in the country...Of course a kib- 
butz has tensions 88 well, but we 
don’t feel them.” 

How did she heer of Operation 
Orange? 

“Why, ail Jews back home know 
about it,"" she retorted. 

In the kibbutz factory, which 
produces light fittings, we met 
Sergio, 20, his hands encased in large 
working gloves. Though he had ex- 
pected that work on a kibbutz would 
be monotonous, he was finding it in- 
teresting. Two months in the country 
were, however, too little for him to 
decide whether he would want to live 
on a kibbutz permanently. 

Ga'ash farm manager Asher told 
us he doesn't measure these 
volinteers in economic terms but in 
Zionist ones. 

“Of course, as our kibbutz doesn't 
employ hired labour on principle, we 
need such groups. But for us the 
human aspect is what counts. 


“*Israel con- 
sciousness" are a necessary part of 
the programme, according to David 
Ben-Ami, a trained psychologist 
working with volunteers on Kibbutz 
Giv'at Oz, 

“Many come here just for the trip, 
quite disregarding the fact that this 
is a Jewish country," he said. 

One of his group, Lillana Krieger, 
took a break from picking oranges to 
say that when she was in Israel being 
Jewish was ἃ feeling ‘for the land 
and the people," in Argentina it waa 
more a feeling for Jewish tradition. 

Her supervisor, who declared that 
reports of poisoned oranges in 
Europe had not halted the picking on 
Giv'’at Oz, was reluctant to sacrifice 
the time of workers just for the 
press. So we dared bother only one 
more volunteer. 

Ruth Comisarenco, a medical stu- 
dent, enjoyed the work but felt that 
life on a kibbutz was ‘too easy. No 
one has te hunt for a job." 

Though we didn't meet any bored 
volunteers, Buchman frankly 
assured us that they did exist. 
“There's no screening and that 
means unsultable types arrive as 
well.” he sald. 

He suggested that the short stay of 
the volunteers {designed so as not to 
elash with studies) might contribute 
to the enthusiasm of those we en- 
countered. "The difference between 
hell and heaven on a kibbutz ts very 
thin," he said with a twinkle in his 
eye the himself is a member of Xib- 
butz Sa‘ar}. 

Statistics, however, show the 
effect of the programme. According 
to Shimon’ Nave, who heads the 
South American section of ''Opera- 
tion Orange" for the W.Z.O., some 70 
per cent of young South Americans 
who have immigrated in the Jast 
three years had been here on the 
programme. And that speaks for 
itself. 
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statements since becoming foreign 
Secretary have failed fully to reflect 
it. Tt is realized, of course, that no 
British foreign secretary is 2 free 
agent and that, apart from what the 
prime minister and the rest of the 
cabinet think, the views of the 
Foreign Office ‘‘establishment" 
carry a great deal of weight. And the 
Foreign Office, as is widely known, 
ia stil! the preserve of Arabista. 

Owen has in fact made surprising- 
ly few major statements on the Mid- 
die East in the past year. One of the 
most revealing wag given at a dinner 
In December of the Friends of the 
Hebrew University in London. 
Speaking just a few days after 
Sadat's visit to Jerusalem, the 
foreign secretary expressed the hope 
that Israel would make it clear to the 
Egyptian leader that It bad “no 
territorial demands, only security 
needs." 

Repeating a line given at the UN 
General Assembly just a few weeks 
earlier, he called on Israel to play 
down the territory issue and to seek 
its security instead through modern 
technological methods. “Territory is 
not the sole issue and it would be a 
great tragedy if we were to turn our 
back on the dramatic changes made 


fn the science and technology of 


military security.’’ 

In an interview on the BBC in 
December, Owen said that it was 
necessary for Israel] “‘to give some 
message to the Arab world that they 
are serlous about territory. If they 
were to say, for instance, we have no 
territoria! demands, only security 
needs, I believe that would be a very 
significant statement. It would shift 
away from the feeling that the Arab 
world has that the Israelis actually 
want territory not just for security, 
but for its own sake." 

DAVID Anthony Liewellyn Owen, to 
give him his full name. was born in 
Plymouth (which he now represents 
in Parliament) and was educated at 
Cambridge and tater St. Thomas's 
Hospital, London. He married Deb- 
by. four years his junior, in America 
10 years ago and they have two sons, 
aged seven and five. The elder suf- 
fers from leukemia. Despite his 
enormous (often self-imposed) 
workload, Owen strives to devote as 
much time as possible to his family. 
He is said to be a warm, mtiendly per- 
son who, despite his rapid climb to 
the top, is modest and eager to learn 
from those with more experience. He 
is believed to have a particular 
respect for his prime minister and 
for American Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance, whom he regards as an 
effective and intelligent person. Sur- 
prisingly, perhaps, he holds Vance in 
higher esteem than UN Ambassador 
Andrew Young, with whom he has 
worked closely on the Rhodesia issue 
and {s more of his own generation. 

So much for what his friends say. 
His critics (he has not been around 
long enough to have real political 
enemies) say that his enthusiasm 
leads him to rush into complicated 
international matters too quickly 
and that on Rhodesia, for example, 
where he may have backed the 
wrong horses, he did not take enough 
time in trying to understand the 
African mentality. 


THE first week of March is the ‘deal 
time to plant grapes. People with 
sufficient space and sunny locations 
may plant a grape vine (vita 
tinifera or gefen in Hebrew) as 2 
welcome addition to the frult garden. 
Others may find grapes suitable for 
a pergola cover or a roof to give 
shade over an entrance way. One 
woman I know grows a grape vine in 
a balcony container, not for the fruit, 
nor beauty nor shade. She wants the 
leaves, which she cooks filled with 


in Israel. 

Grape cultivation for wine ts 
thousands of years old and is men- 
tioned in Genesis in the story of 
Noah. The Israelites and other 
Semitic tribes brought the first wild 
grape plants (about 1500 B.C.) into 
the valley of the Euphrates and later 
to Canaan, where they cultivated 
them for fruit and wine production. 

The original home of the wild 
grape seems to have been the strip of 
land from the Black Sea coast 
through the Caucases and Mount 
Ararat τὸ the south coast of the Cas- 
Pian Sea. Land caravans and 
Mediterranean seafarers brought 
grapes from Palestine to Syria and 
Asia Minor and from there to Thrace 
and Greece, ag well as to Italian 
ports, 

Julius Caesar (100-44 B.C.E.) 
brought the grape to Gaul and to the 
Rhine and Moselle districts, where 
they have been developed into one of 
the world's greatest agricultural in- 
dustries. 

Grapes have been cultivated at 
monasteries in PaJestine since Ot- 
toman times, mostly as low bushes. 
QGutstanding in quality are the wines 
of the Trappist monastery at Latrun 
and the Cremisan monastery in the 
hills of Beit Jalla near Bethlehem. 

With the help of Baron Edmond de 
Rothschild, the first Jewish winery 
in this country was founded at 
Rishon Lezion in 1882 and followed 
by ones at Zichron Yaacov and 
Mikve Yisrael. 

Moslems are not allowed to drink 
wine, but they grow grapes in the 
Galilee and around Hebron mostly 
for fresh fruit and raisin production. 
The relatively warm spring and 
summer climate and the calcium- 
saturated soil of Israel's hilly areas 
and the coastal plain are most 
beneficial to grape-growing. 


Planting. Nurseries offer grape 
vines ready for planting for about 
IL20-25 each. Before buying some, 
decide where to plant them. how 
many and what kind you need. The 
best place for grape planting is by a 
border fence or by the columns of a 
pergola. There are many kinds of 
grapes available, some light green 
and seedJess, some red or purple, 
some sweeter (muscatl), some 
juicier, ete. Your nurseryman will 
gulde you in choosing the right ones. 

Prepare the planting holes (about

spiced minced meat, a popular tidbit . 


40 cm. deep and 50 cm. in diameter} 
before getting the plants. It ts best 
for the vines to be ‘‘out of 5011" as 
short a time as possible. Mix the soil 
with cow manure or compost and 
place thia mixture as a ground layer 
of 15-20 cm. deep in the hole. Spread 
the roots over this groundsoil and 
cover them with a mixture of two- 
thirds red soil and one-third sand. 

Water freely and keep the place 
always slightly moist the whole 
growing season from March until 
October. 

Cut the vines back immediately 
after planting. Leave not more than 
two buds on the cane istem). A 
strong cane is required: this is ob- 
tained by pinching out the growing 
point two or three times during the 
summer. 

Plants can also be grown as cor- 
@ons (fruit-tree pruned to grow asa 
single stem) or bushes. The bush 
method is the simplest and consists 
mainly of cutting the branches back 
each year {like rose bushes) when 
the leaves have fallen. A disadvan- 
tage of this system ts that the fruit 
sometimes touches the moist soil, 
and many of the berries may be 
spoilt by insects penetrating from 
the ground. 

A cordon is the most common 
form. It consists of a stem trained on 
to a wire iramework, about one and 
a half metres high. When planting 
several vines, keep them 1%-2 
metres apart. Severa] hours of direct 
sunshine and good drainage for the 
grapes are a must. 


Praning. The first pruning must be 
done when the vine is dormant, that 
is, before the sap has begun to rise. 
'You did this after planting.) When 
you wait till the first sprouts come 
out. ‘bleeding’’ will occur and 
weaken the growing process. When 
shoots appear in Jate spring, allow 
the top cne to grow and form the 
main stem. It has to be tied at

regular intervals with raffia until it 
reaches the top of the fence; then it 
has to be “stopped.'"’ Grapes are 
vigorous and grow quickly, so when 
you “‘stop" the main branch at its 
top, laterals will grow out and can be 
trained horizontally along the fence 
or along a pergola roof. Later, when 
the fruit appears (not during the first 
growing season), all the jaterals 
have to be pinched out at two leaves 
beyond the fruit clusters. This is 
done to reduce the vigour of the plant 
and to hasten the ripening of the 
fruit. "'Stopping™ is generally 
carried out with the nails of the 
thumb and forefinger. or with a 
sharp knife if the shoot is thick, 


Fruiting. A few bunches of fruit 
may be picked the second year, but 
the real crop may be expected not 
earlier than late summer of the third 
year. One condition for a good 
harvest is yearly pruning, as well 89 
frequent weeding, watering and 
cultivating. Feeding is less impor- 
tant; grapes will do well in poor soil, 
too. Vines are self-fertile, and there 
is no problem of pollination. 


Bagging. Many people use paper 
bags to protect the crop against dis- 
ease, insects and birds. The bags are 
put on after the clusters have form- 
ed, and the grapes are the size of 
small peas. They are left on until the 
fruit ia harvested. 


Spraying. Many gardeners prefer 
spraying to bagging for better con- 
trol. They mostly use Bordeaux mix- 
ture (100 grammes copper sulphate 
— the so-called “bluestone” — plus 
200 grammes hydrated lime and 15 
litres of water), Two tablespoons of 
nicotine sulphate may be added to 
the spray mixture as a prophylactic 
against aphids — take care — the 
spray contains poison! Spray before 
the blossoms open and repeat a few 
weeks later, when very small berries 
appear, 


Winter care. Each winter give the 
soil around the plant a dressing of a 
general fertilizer (the only chemical 
feeding throughout the year) 
together with a mulch of jeaf mould 
or farmyard manure.

HASFA’S Municipal Museums of Ancient and Modern Art will be re- 
opened to the public thia week, after being transferred from the 
municipality building to 2 former schoolhouse at 26 Rehov Shabbetai 
Levi. It was bought from the Anglican Church four years ago for 
IL2.5m., and its reconstruction and adaptation have cost about 
1Lém. (The new exhibition hall is shown here.) Though it gives the 
two museums, the city’s largest, about one-third more space than 
they had in their narrow city hall wing since 1948, it is still too 
{imited for adequate display of the museums’ ancient and modern 
art works. The city has reserved 26 dunams on Ramat Hadar for the 
constroction of a central museum building, Substantial finds from 
the site of the ancient seaside town of Shikmona (on the southern ap- 
proach to the city) are taking up most of the space of the Museum of 
Ancient Art, and most of them are still hidden in the storage rooms, 
which are filled to capacity. The Modern Art Museum has a fine 


collection of Israel paintings and an outstanding collection of graphic

Bloch's Concerto Grosso for 
Strings and Piano Obligato provided 
the opening. Lack of synchronization 
between soli, tutt]! & the piano 
obligato affected badly the rendition 
of this interesting work. 

“Spiritual Joy” was written in 1947 
and rewritten by the composer after 
tts performance in 1954 by the Israel! 
Broadcasting Orchestra and Choir. 
In this mostly polymodal composi- 
tion, Aharonovitz tries to express 
melodically the special atmosphere 


of the talmudic discussions in a 
yeshiva. Using traditional chant, the 
compositon is quite a complex and 
difficult work, and in part in- 
terestingly orchestrated. It is doubt- 
ful whether it had been sufficiently 
rehearsed to ensure an accurate, 
fluent and assured rendition by all 
concerned. 

The second part of the evening 
brought us East European Jewish 
music. Engel's “Dybbuk"' Suite with 
clarinet solo and Gniessin's work 
were enjoyable. There was interest, 
too, in Krein's Suite No. 2. Gershon 
Dembinaky played the sole part with 
ἃ pleasant tone, good musical phras- 
ing and an adequate style. 

Both in the Bloch and Aharonovitz 
compositions, the violin solos were 
played by Robert Canetti, the new 
Concert-master of the HSO and 
there {s a definite improvement in 
the string section, due to his 
leadership. 

The small attendance at this con- 
cert should be borne in mind when 
future special events are arranged.

By HYAM CORNEY 
derusalem Post Correspondent 
LONDON. — Holiday travel from 
Britain to Israel, already booming 
and reaching record figures, will be 
given ‘another boost next winter, 
when one of the largest tour 
operators in Britain starts Oying 
charter groups. The operator con- 
cerned is Laker Holidays, which ia 
owned by Freddie Laker. He is the 
man who has revolutionized the fare 
structure on the transatlantic route 


‘| with his “Skytrain" service, which 


forced the major airlines to bring 
their prices down. 

The entry of Laker into the Israel 
market, brought about by the Lon- 
don office of the Israel Government 
Tourist Office after six months of 
negotiations, is regarded by IGTO 
director Haim Klein as ‘‘a coup for 
Israet.”” 

Asked by The Post for his reaction 
to the news, Klein told me that it 
would result in many thousands of 
non-Jewish holiday-makers who 
would never otherwise have con- 
sidered Israel. spending a week or 
two in the sunshine of the Jewish 
state. “The Laker brochure enters 
over half a million homes ἃ year and, 
with the other major operators now 
offering Israe] as a holiday destina- 
tion, it means that we shall be enter- 
ing between seven and eight million 
households annually." 

Laker will start his winter 
package on October 30 and for the 
following 25 Mondays will be flying 
Laker Airways 707 Boeings to Israel 
with a total capacity of 4,000 seats. 
‘This will be followed immediately by 
ἃ summer package. Although prices 
for the winter package have not yet 
been finalized, I understand that a 
one-week stay at a three-star hotel 
(bed and breakfast) in Tel Aviv, 
Jerusalem or Netanya, wild be 
offered at around £110 (about 
13,000). 


The entry of Laker into the Israel 
market is due not only to the efforts 
of the IGTO, but to the remarkable 
success of the ‘'trail blazers" in the 
field, Thomson Holidays. The 
biggest tour operators in Britain, 
they first used Israel as a winter 
destination last winter on an ex- 
perimental basis. This winter, 
because of the aviation policy of 
Israel in operation at the start of the 
season, Thomson were able to offer 
the holidays only to Christian 
pilgrims and with many other

restrictions. Undeterred, Thomson 
went ahead with plans for this 
winter. even before the aviation 
policy was changed to allow charters 
to Tel Aviv without restrictions. 


Thomson have 55 flights this 


winter with 2 total capacity of close 
to 7,000 passengers and are enjoying 
unprecedented success. They have a 
current occupancy rate of over 98 
per cent, which is a record not only 
to Israel but to any other destination 
offered by Thomson. 


Global, Britain's third-largest tour 
operator, is starting a summer 
package this year on ΕἾ Al scheduled 
flights, while Wings, a major com- 
pany specializing in “up-market” 
packages, are starting their first 
venture to Israel on British Airways 
scheduled flights. 

While all this new business is com- 
ing in, the two main companies deal- 
ing with Jewish traffic, Peltours and 
Goodmos, continue to do well. Both 
are starting weekly charter flights 
on March 22 on planes chartered 
from El Al. 

The full effects of the liberalisation 
of Israel's aviation policy will not be 
felt unti] next winter, as the changes 
came too late for moat operators to 


. incorporate In their summer 


brochures. Nevertheless, Haim 
Klein is confident that the record 
1977 figure of over 80,000 people who 
went to Israel from Britain and Eire 
will again be well beaten and will 
reach the 100,000 mark for the first 
time ever. 

For next year, he foresees a 
further 25 per cent increase. As he 
put it to me: “Israel is now begin- 
ning to be considered by every Tom, 
Dick and Harry as a winter sun 
destination. cae’ 


Jews less than half 
of tourists here 


Less than half of the tourists who 
visit Israel currently are Jewish, 
Michael Gidron of the Industry, 
Commerce and Tourism 
told a group of Jewish editors 
meeting in Jerusalem last week.

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Oracular decision 


AFTER SPENDING eight full hours. over a whole week, dis- 
cussing the issue of settlement in the administered territories, 
the cabinet yesterday decided that there was no need for any 
fresh decision in the matter. 

That this was the true sentiment of the cabinet majority is a 
trifle hard to credit; although, because the entire debate was 
conducted under the tight cover of the ministerial security com- 
mittee, it is impossible to discredit either. 

Yet it is hard to suppress the feeling that the final ‘‘decision" 
‘was a means of papering over deep divisions over strategy and 
tactics. Most of the ministers, it is not unreasonable to assume, 
led by Defence Minister Ezer Weizman, would have supported a 
clear statement of a halt in all settlement activity for the dura- 
tion of the current peace effort. 

That this was opposed by both Agriculture Minister Sharon 
and Foreign Minister Dayan is hardly a secret. Apparently it 
also proved too much for Premier Begin to endorse. 

The main attraction of the finally agreed formula is that it 
seems to give no insufferable offence to anyone, while leaving 
Mr. Begin with his hands still untied, in a manner of speaking, 
on the settlement front. 

On the question whether the cabinet will be asked to approve 
any more new settlements in the territories in the near future, it 
is silent; except that in the Rafiah region, as has been explain- 
ed, there would only be a ‘‘thickening'’ of existing villages, in 
accordance with a resolution already on the books, but no 
groundbreaking of new settlement sites. 

As for the West Bank, two of the Samaria projects that have 
been approved but not yet carried out, now will be. For the rest, 
as the cabinet spokesman so lucidly put it, "Let us wait and 
see," 

Let us indeed wait, as we have done for the past several 
weeks, and see whether the Begin administration at long last 
will arrest the erosion in Israel's international position due to its 
own senseless concentration on an issue of supreme present 
irrelevance: the issue of settlement. 

It will not do for the Premier's advisers to contend that it is 
not really the settlements that are causing President Sadat and 
King Hussein to stiffen their demands; and that therefore Presi- 
dent Carter, for his part, should not be unduly exercised over 
them. For the new settlements, however insignificant in 
themselves, stand in the eyes of the world for Israeli refusal to 
bargain in good faith. 

Whatever claim it is that Mr. Begin intends to plead — 
whether of an ancestral right to Eretz Yisrael, or of sovereign 
right to a secure Jewish State — he is not in the least aided by 
the creation of facts on the ground, at this time. 

It is therefore to be hoped that the practical meaning of the 
cabinet's decision, despite its unfortunate oracular phrasing, is 
that the negotiating process, whether direct or indirect, will be 
allowed to focus on fundamentals, without being distracted by 


Strike without end? 


ISRAEL'S merchant fleet has been immobilized for six weeks. 
Arrangements made in good time to lease foreign vessels have 
kept the dispute from damaging Israel's foreign trade too much, 
as Transport Minister Meir Amit points out. 

But the outflow of scarce foreign currency to pay for the hired 
carriers, when Israel has perfectly g20d ships of its own lying at 
anchor unused, must raise the question whether the present in- 
terminable squabble between management and labour is strict- 
ly necessary. 

It is not the shipowners, this time, who cause the delays. 
-Negotiations have been held up by the seamen. The pretext that 
they could not sit with the employers (at the invitation of the 
Histadrut), because their attention was distracted by court 
cases brought against them, does not wash. 

First of all, the suitors against them are not the shipowners, 
but importers who want their cargoes unloaded. Secondly, no 
court hearings would be necessary if the seamen had allowed all 
the freight to be discharged straightaway. 

Time passes, until the importer files his suit and the court 
gives its verdict. The mariners do not hurry to comply. They let 
some days lapse — until they are threatened with a charge for 
contempt of court. Then they permit unloading; after which the 
whole process starts all over again with another ship. 

It is a calculated policy. The shipping companies are losing 
millions of pounds every day. The seamen are content to wait 
and see who breaks first. But the loss of Israeli pounds to the 
shippers represent a loss of dollars to the nation — and over 
what? Over the sailors’ refusal to accept an offer of extra cash, 
which the companies are prepared to increase if an impartial 
arbitrator decides that it is not enough. 

The shipping concerns are to blame for letting things drag. 
The deck hands* and shipa’ officers’ unions hold the initiative 
and set the pace. Threats from above — to sell ships, dismiss 
crews, close down lines — are exposed as empty bluster. 

Mr. Amit stated on Saturday that unless the deadlock is 
broken within 48 hours, he will do something. By yesterday mor- 
ning 24 hours had elapsed. The long-awaited meeting between 
the unions and the shipowners was again postponed, and is due 
to take place today. 

If nothing comes of it, Amit had better keep his word. 
Otherwise the chances of restoring some kind of order in 
Israel's merchant navy are going to look very slim, and the im- 
age of the government wil! suffer still another blow.

Security in the salient 


DAVID KRIVINE recently visited 
the Rafiah salient and talked to two 
settlers in moshavim in the Yamit 


THE STORY running in the 
chancelleries of the world is that 
Israel is creating new settlements in 
the Rafiah sailent. What you see 
when you visit the place is that the 
government appears to have put 8 
freeze not only on new settlements, 
but even on the “thickening” of ex- 
isting ones, 


A block of six moshavim was 
planned in the hinterland of Yamit. 
Four of them have been golng con- 
cerns for some years: Netiv 
Ha‘asara, Sadot, Ogda and Nir 
Avraham. The other two, Yivul and 
Prigan, still exist only on paper. 
Thetr establishment is stymied by 
the authorities. 


The iand was allocated in 1971. It 
has been parcellated, and the settle- 
ment group is waiting to pitch camp. 
But Defence Minister Weizman has 
given the order — πὸ tractors; and 
all other departments comply, says 
Vito Weizman (no relation), a 
farmer in Sadot. 


His moshav, hard-working and 
prosperous, has room at this mo- 
ment for nine more farms. “We 
advertised last month. There were 
180 applicant families. But we can't 
take them. The settlement 
authorities say they have no 
budget."” 


PITHAT RAFIAH, more properly 
called Hevel Yamit (Yamit District) 
stretches south from the pre-1967 
frontier town of Raflah along the 
coast for 40 kms. stopping just short 
of El Arish,

“Nahal Arish ig what the Bible 
calls Nahal Mitzraim (Egyptian 
wadi),"" says Shmulik Berenson, 
likewise of Sadot.

The three westernmost 
settlements, Neot Sinal (the one 
furthest fram Rafiah, abutting on 
Nahal Arish), Tarsag and Dikla — 
belong to the Betar movement, or 
Herut. Tarsag, formerly called 
Haruvit, is an acronym for the year 
(1903) in which Theodor Herz! sent a 
delegation to examine the 
possibilities of Jewish settlement in 
El Arish. 

Every home in Sadot carries a 
small Israeli flag on the roof — vivid 
symbol of the oppcsition to Begin’s 
offer to place the area under Egyp- 
tian sovereignty. 

“We don't want Israel to retain 
this zone for the sake of our 
settlements. That’s bunk,” says 
Shmulik. ‘The settlements are 2 
means to an end, the end being the 
security: of Israel. We want the hevel 
to remain under Israel's soverelgn- 
ty. which is why our villages were 
ereated here, and why we 
volunteered to create them." 


IT IS AMAZING what there fs in the 
Rafiah salient, all built in the last 10 
years. And there is nothing else. The 
gleaming new farm buildings and 
water towers, the electricity 
network, the irrigation system, the 
fields of crops, the compact 
pedestrian precincts of Yamit, with 
its elegant town centre — all this

THE recent brief Kenyan-Egyptian 
confrontation over the transporta- 
tion of arms to Somalia brought to 
the fore a crucial, though neglected, 
dimension of the conflict currently 
raging in the Horn of Africa, 

In the incident, Kenya forced an 
Egyptian plane loaded with bombs 
for Somalfa to land in Nairobi. In 
retaliation, Egypt commandeered 
two Kenyan jets en route to Cairo. 
The incident was quickly settled, but 
the trouble at its root has long 
festered and ia far from having been 
eliminated. 

Kenya, by its actions, drew atten- 
tion to the fact that between the local 
— Somali-Ethiopian — level of the 
Horn of Africa dispute and the super- 
power level, there exists a critical 
African dimension, Curiously, this 
dimension has seemingly been 
almost overlooked in recent 
analyses. Yet for statesmen in the 
West, especially in the U.S., ap- 
preciation of the conflicts’ African 
component may well provide the key 
to sound policy-making. 

When Africa south of the Sahara 
was just beginning to emerge from 
colonial rule to independence, the 
question arose as to how the old 
colonial boundaries should be view- 
ed. After all, those boundaries had 
frequently been arbitrarily set by 
imperial powers who had paid little 
attention to tribal and ethnic 
divisions. Now that Africa wag shed- 
ding its imperial past, should it not 
also move to eliminate the abuses of 
imperlally set borders and embark 
on a broad programme of ethnically- 
based boundary rectification? 

Under the inspiration of Ghana's 
Kwame Nkrumah, African leadera 
appeared at first to favour such an 
approach. Nkrumah had his own 
reasons for pressing this stand: he 
entertained pan-African ambitions 
and also wished to gain some 
territory from neighbouring Togo 
and the Ivory Coast. In 1958, at the 
first All African Peoples Conference, 
held in Accra, he succeeded in get- 
ting a resolution adopted that 
denounced the arbitrariness of 
colonial boundaries. 

Nkrumah’s success. however, waa 
short-lived, With the attainment of 
independence, African states began 
to re-examine their former attitudes 
and to. revise them dramatically. 
The right of self-determination, it 
was quickly realized, would have to 
be limited to Ifberation from colonial 
rule — and stop there. 

For most of the new African states 
the paramount principle became the 
preservation of territorial integrity 
against centrifugal tendencies from 
within and irredentist pressures 
from without. Given the ethnic 


states, the stake in maintaining the 
status quo loomed large. The 
problems of Katanga (and subse- 
quently, Biafra) were merely the 
most prominent examples of what 
might occur if self-determination 
within the state were allowed free 
rein in Africa, Moreover, the 
possibilities of inter-state strife were 
equally portentous. As President 
Modiho Keita of Mali declared at the 
African summit meeting at Addis 
Ababa in 1963: 

“We must take Africa as it is, and 
we mugt renounce all territorial 
claims, if we do not wish to introduce 
what we might call black Im- 
perialism in Africa. . . . African un- 
ity demends of each one of us com- 
plete respect for the legacy we have 
recelved from the colonial system, 
that 15 to gay: maintenance of the 
present frontiers of our respective 
States." 
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policy-making, writes 


IN 1963, the new approach received 
official sanction in the Charter of the 
Organization of African Unity. 
Sovereign equality, peaceful settle- 
ment of disputes, non-interference in 
internal affairs, reapect for 
territorial integrity — these were to 
be the guiding principles for 
“Independent Africe."" Clearly, it 
was the African state that was ex- 
pected to shape the nation and not 
the nation, the state. In the African 
context, adherence to the “nation- 
state’’ concept could only have 
signified a reversion to tribaliam. 

Tf this was the African consensus, 
there was one African state which 
never accepted it and which con- 
tinues to challenge it to this day: 
Somalia. From its inception, 
Somalia has been an frredentist 
state whose overriding national goal 
has been the creation of a Greater 
Somalia. - 


Established in 1960 from the union 
of the Italian-administered. trust 
territory of Somaliland and British 
Somaliland, Somalia cast its eyes 
toward the remaining ausland 
Somali in Ethiopia, Kenya and 
French Somaliland (Djibouti). 
Somalia has asserted the right of the 
entire Somali people to be united in 
one homeland. 

The ‘nation, in the Somali ver- 
sion of self-determination, must 
assume primacy over the state. 
Since Somalia is relatively 
homogeneous within — {t ig probably 
the closest African equivalent of the 
“nation-state — it has nothing to 
lose and everything to gain from 
adopting such a stance. For its 
neighbours, as for most of Africa, 
the reverse is true. Territorial in- 
tegrity must come first lest Africa be 
entirely destabilized and incessant 
turbulence ensue. If people wish to 
reunite with their kingmen, they are, 
of course, free to do so — provided 
they leave their land behind! 


What are the implications of ali 
this for the U.S.7 The U.8. has been 
urged, by Sadat among others, to 
rally to the Somali aide in order to 
counteract the massive aid Ethiopia 
is receiving from the Soviet Union 
and Cuba. But such a policy, though 
superficially tempting, would be 
short-sighted; and the U.S. has wise- 
ly desisted from pursuing such a 
course. 

In terms of both African and un- 
iveraal UN norms, Somalia is the 
aggressor in this case and Ethiopia, 
the victim. Moreover, while 
Somali irredentism is now 
directed against Soviet-allied 
Ethiopia, it has in the past encom- 
passed Western-oriented Kenya and

Above all, suppert for Somali 
irredentism opens up a virtual Pan- 
dora's box and introduces the 
possibility of far-reaching 
destabilization in Africa generally. 
(It may be relevant to note Idi 
Amnin's oft-repeated claims against 
both Kenya and the Sudan on the 
grounds that Britain unfairly drew 
the present boundariea.} 


The Horn of Africa presents 8 com- 
plex web of criss national 
ambitions and interstate rivalries. 
Perhaps nowhere else in recent 
memory has politics made such 
strange bedfellows! To look beyond 
the bedfellows to the hed they occupy 
may be the better part of wisdom-It 
may spell the difference between 
statesman-like decisions based on 
long-range considerations of African 
and world stability and between 
short-sighted reflexive responses to 
cold war stimuli.

EGYPT’S EASTERN: 
BORDER 
To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — President Sadet's claim 
that the Sinai has been Egyptian 
territory for 5,000 years is not sup- 
ported by any ancient document. 

Pharaonic Egypt was confined to 
the Nile valley and bounded by it. 
Egyptians looked down on the 


nomads who lived in the Sinai desert, ᾿ 


and protected themselves from their 
raids by a string.of fortresses along 
the eastern border of Egypt. This 
eastern border ran along the most 
eastern branch of the Nile, the so- 
called Pelusium branch, which 
reached the Mediterranean at Teil el 
Farama, ancient Pelusium, about 20 
km. east of the Suez Canal. 

In 1974, Dr. Dan Barag published 
an inscription found near Rafiah and 
now in the possession af the Israel 
Department of Antiquities. The’ in- 
scription, in Greek uncfals on a stone 
slab, has been dated to the year 283 
A.D., the time of the Roman 
Emperor Alexander Severus who is 
mentioned in it. According to it, the 
boundary between the Roman 
province of Syria-Palestina in the 
east, and Sinai in the west, ran about 
18-20 km. west of Rafiah. This same 
boundary ia mentioned in the 4th 
century A.D. by Eusebius from 
Caesarea, and on later maps. The 
choice of Rafiah as-boundary town 
was made by the British only at the 
beginning of the 20th century (1906). 

If, therefore, President Sadat 
claims Raflah ‘'for historical 
reasons,” such claim should be easy 
‘to disprove. Our settlements there 
are certainly outside Egyptian 
territory and inside Palestine of old.
